Dear sir: 

I enclose a clipping sent me from the Atlanta Consti- 
tution giving an official despatch from the former Acting 
Minister Squiers. This despatch is false to the core, tho, 
probably not intentionally so, and involves several gentle- 
men'of high character, one of whom, Dr. T. P. Crawford, 
died just before this lie was broadly published in the home 
papers. I wish, therefore, as the individual who settled 
the claims of these gentlemen, to state the facts which I 
trust you will furnish to the Department in Washington. Dr. 
Crawford and Mr. Hudson belonged to the Gospel Mission of 
which I am a member and all whose claims I settled with 
Ta'ng Tao Tai acting for Gov. Yuen Shi Kai. Including 
children we are 28. 3 

a Dr. Crawford and Mr. Hudson did file claims 
for travelling expenses to the United States before any 
Int. Com. was appointed, and after they were informed by 
an official that such claims were all right. 

2. But when Gov. Yuen expressed, of his own free 
will the desire to settle locally all Shantung claims, I, 
the only one of the party — at hand began negotiations, 
and without any pressure or threat, after two brief talks 
with Ta'ng Tao Tai settled for the party for taels 2800. 
Pull itemized statements of the settlement are filed with 
the Chefoo Consul. This amount included house rent, watch- | / 
man, travelling expenses to the coast, including part in 
the chartered ship and extra cost in living, but not a 
cent for expenses to the United States. Of my own mecord 
I rule@ out these claims--were not presented to Gov, Fuen 
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at all--after having read the rules of the Int. Com., and 
poth Dr. C. and Mr. H. heartily approved my settlement.

On the 15th ultimo, two British Missionaries, J. R. 

.Bruce and R. H. Lowis, were massacred at Ch'en-chow, in 

the Province of Hunan. 

The facts as at present reported are, that during 
the recent scourge of cholera in that vicinity, a great 
many deaths were occurring, and someone started my story 
that the foreigners were giving out poisonous medicine 
which was the cause of these deaths. Many of the ignorant 
and superstitious Chinese believed this story, a mob was 
raised, and the burning of a dene) and the murder of 
two missionaries was the result, 

The British Minister immediately took up the matter, 
and has sent a Consular officer from Hankow to investigate. 

An Imperial Edict concerning the affair was promptly 
issued, copy of which I enclose, and the Chinese Govern- 
ment says everything possible is being done to prevent

WU-Ling-hsien Magistrate reported that, on the 12th day 
of the 7th Moon, (August 15th, 1902), owing to the great 
prevalence of cholera, rumours were set afloat resulting 
in certain outlaws destroying a chapel; they also killed 
two missionaries, Bu Shao-tsu, J. R. Bruce, and Lo Kuo-: 


ch'uan, R. H. Lewis, which facts had not yet been reported 


by the Prefect and Magistrate of the District. The dist- 


ance between CH'en-chow and the Provincial city is over 


800 li. The Governor sent with great speed orders to the 
Ch'an-yuan Taotai to proceed in) person to make investigat- 
ion and deal with the case, 

The Governor also sent Provincial troops to proceed 
post haste and capture the criminals. 

With regard to the chapels and the missionaries throu 
ghout the Provinces, the Throne has repeatedly issued 
Edicts commanding that they be properly (adequately) pro- 
tected, and yet there are still wicked fellows who reck- 
lessly start rumours, inflaming stupid people, with the 

result that serious crimes are committed, which most cer- 
tainly must be severely punished, as a warning to any who 
might transgress in the same way. 

WE cammand Yu Lien-san to send at once another high 
official tc make joint investigation and trial, and by al! 
means to get hold of the chief criminal, and to punish 
him with the utmost rigor of the law, according to his 
deserts. 


They must also protect. the Churches and the Christ- 


jans, and not be in the least remiss in their duty.

Dear Mr. Dean: 


With reference to the discussion at the meeting of 
the Diplomatic Body. on July 8 respecting the proposal of our 
esis ts Colleague that the Chinese Government shoulda be in- 
vitea to appoint its delegates for the signature of frac- 

tional bonds in accordance with Article VI (c) of the Final 


Protocol, I beg to say that as far as His Majesty's Govern- 
ment are concerned they would prefer that the fractional 
bonds to be delivered to them should be expressed in ster- 
ling only, and that they would desire to have the said frac- 
tional bonds signed by the Chinese Minister in London. At 
the same time I am authorized to propose that the Chinese 
Governmentmight be invited to confer powers to sign on the 
Demat coten of Bankers at Shanghai and on an official deputed 
for the purpose, who might for convenience sake be the Vice- 
roy of Nanking. 

As regards the form of the bonds, I am given to under- 
stand that the form adopted for the Anglo-German loan of 
1896 might serve as a convenient model. Some of the per- 
sons entitled,to a share in the British Indemnity having 
expressed a desire to receive the amounts due to them in 
Fractional bonds, His Majesty's Government feel bound to 
satisfy their wishes in the matter. 

The question presents itself whether the Chinese 
Government is likely to give powers to any one to sign such 
fractional bonds as long as they continue to contest their 
liability to pay in gold, 
I should be much obliged if you would be so good as 
to circulate this letter among the Representatives of the 
Powers who signed the Final Protocol, and I should be grate- 
ful to them if they would state whether they entertain any 
objection to the above proposals. 
I take this opportunity, Dear Mr. Dean, of renpwing 


the assurances of my highest regard.

As Mr. Mumm stated in the meeting of the Diplomatic 
Corps of July 8th, during the long negotiations concern-~ 
ing the indemnity it has been the intention not to offi- 
cially inform the Chinese Government of the amounts accru- 
ing to the different Powers. This was to hold the Chinese 
Government responsible for the sum total, as well as for 
each cent of the indemnity towards the whole of the in- 
terested Powers. 

In accepting the division of the bon global in the 
manner proposed by His Excellency, the British Minister, 
the Chinese delegates would be informed, however, of 
the division of the total sum; a thing which could be 
avoided if the equivalent of each fractional bond were 
indicated in the moneys of all the countries in question, 

Concerning the designation of the Chinese delegates 

who would sign the fractional bonds, I do not doubt that 
the Imperial Government would be satisfied to accept as 
such the Governor General of Nanking, either alone or with 
the Taoctai at Shanghai; neithe do I hesitate to say that 
my Government is prepared to take under consideration ev=- 
ery proposition leading to a general solution. It would 
be desirable, in fact, that the designation of the. Chinese 
delegates be made without delay, and, at the same time, 
that the question of the payment in gold which has again 
retarded the exchange of the payments of the past month

It has been stipulated by Article VI (ec) of the Pro- 
tocol of September 7th, of last year, that "The Chinese 
Government shall deliver to the Doyen of the Diplomatic 
Corps at Peking a bond for the lump sum, which shall sub- 
sequently be converted into fractional bonds bearing the 
signature of the delegates of the Chinese Government des- 
ignated for that purpose. This operation and all those 
relating to issuing of the bonds shall be performed by 
the Commission of Bafikers at Shanghai, in accordance with 
the instructions which the Powers shall send their dele- 
gates." , 

The bon global was delivered to the Doyen of the 
Diplomatic Corps some months ago. As several Governments 
have recently expressed to their representatives at Peking 
the desire to proceed with the conversion into fractional 
bonds, I have the honor, in the name of my Colleagues, to 
request that the Chinese Government will kindly designate 
its delegates for the signature of the said bonds. 

We consider that it would be desirable that the 
Chinese Government should authorize in the first place, the 
Viceroy of the Two Kuangs, and in the second place the 
Customs Taotai at Shanghai to sign the fractional bonds, 
and that it permit also that these fractional bonds bear 
the signature of the members of the Commission of Bankers 
has performed its part in establishing the validity of 
these bonds. : 

We further propose that the Chinese Government author- 
ize its diplomatic representative in each country to 
countersign the bonds in case any foreign Government shall 


~s such desire. 
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As soon as the Chinese Government shall have desig- 
mated its delegates as I have just proposed to Your High- 
| ness, the delegates on the Commission of Bankers will re- 
@eive instructions from their Governments in that which

Dear sirs:- 

In reply to your communication #23, bearing date 
Peking, May 9th, 1902, I return herewith the memorial which has 
been Tilled out and sworn to before a Notary Public. I may say 
that a statement of my losses was placed with the United States 
consul at Tien Tsin by Rev. Je , Pyke, whom I empowered to act 
for he. The matter was given as careful consideration as possi- 
ble at the time and after the lapse of nearly two years I see 
no reason to revise it. 

I may say in connection with the losses on books, that as I 
was just leaving for the United States at the time the outbreak 
occurred, I had had my books inventoried. There were about seven 
hundred volumes. Some of these, as for instance Giles’ Diction- 
ary of the Chinese Language, Williams' Dictionary of Chinese, 
Stent’s Dictionaries, Wade's Tzu Erh Chi, Mateer's Lessons in : 
Chinese, were valuable books. In addition to these I had a 
large number of scientific books which would range in price from 
$3.00 to $5.00 per volume, on which there was practically no 
discount, and several volumes of engravings, also Picturesque 
America, the purchase price of the two volumes being $50.00; 
Webster Unabridged, a Standard Dictionary, a large and valuable 
atlas, such books as Williams’ Middle Kingdom, etc. 

In 1886 I passed through an experience in Chungking, West 
China which resulted in the total loss of my library and per- 
sonal effects. I found that my estimate made at the time did 
not enable me to replace things without personal loss. The es- 
timate on other items was made out by urs. Gamewell at the time, 
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while things were still fresh in mind, I at that time being 
occupied with my work on the fortifications, and having no time 
for personal matters, and we believe it to be as nearly correct 


as is possible when one is estimating under such conditions, 


As regards the losses at Peitaiho, you will notice that 


$700.00 is estimated for the site. I believe there was an 
agreement reached at Tien Tsin, by which this estimate was put 
on a uniform bantee Of course I prefer retaining the property 
there. I may say that in addition to that which appears in this 
estimate I have some shares in the Kast Cliff Land Co., but I

The Throne is8 considerate of the People's hardships, 
and has for a long time in contemplation the entire abolit 
ion of likin; and the remowal of defects in the adminis- 
tration. 

WE aré now making a new Commercial Treaty with foreim 
nations, with increased duties on foreign goods, as well 
as on exports of native goods.

I am in receipt of Your Excell ecy's despatch 
with reference to certain complaints: from Lam sai and 
Wong Liong, Chinese residents at Honolulu, citizens of 
the Unites States of America, who sent a petition to 
the Department of State, making accusation against Mr. 
Yang Wei-pin, Chinese Consul at Honolulu. 

That, the American Government instructed the Governor 
of Hawaii to inquire carefully into the truth of the charg 
es, and inform the Department of the result of his inves- 
tigation. 

That, the Acting Governor carefully examined Peti- 
tioners and found their testimony true. 

Further,that ‘complainants and others were membersof the 
Bow Wong Society which was looked upon as a seditious or- 
ganization, but that the Consul Yang Wei pin adopted a 
method of supression which punished the friends and relat- 
ives in China, for those (suspects) abroad; in other words 
by coercion. 

In complying with instructions, Your Excellency re~ 
quests the Chinese Governm@t to take such prompt action 
as will adequately respond to the sentiments of justice 
and humanity.

I agree with yout hat you should not interfere in 
purely Chinese cases, but it has been an universal cus-~ 
tom at treaty ports, that Chinese in the employ of for- 
eigners shall not be arrested except with the consent 
of the representative Consul. This you seem to have; given 
but without consulting Mr. yalone, which, since the man 
was in his employ, I think you should have done, thus 
hearing t he American as well as the Chinese side of the 
case before taking action. 

I cannot understand the necessity of so much long 
range correspondence between you and an American citizen 
in the same town over @ ¢aSe which, from its very nature, 
should be talked over fully between you, and some definite 
course of action agreed upon by both’

With regard to the missionary case at Ch'en-chou in 
Hunan, WE have already repeatedly ordered Yu Lien-san to 
; 


promptly arrest the guilty parties and severely punish then, 
as well as to report the military officials, District 
Magistrate, and other officers, who were neglectful, in 
giving protection, for cashiering by Imperial Decree. 

WE are now in receipt of a telegraphic neportil 
from the said Governor, reporting that two of the criminals, 
Chang Pai-hou and Chang Yung-t'ai, have already been tried 
and beheaded, that in addition he has arrested several 
other rioters, who are now undergoing examination; and, 
impeaching several military and civil officials. 

The Acting District Magistrate of Yuan-ling- Hsien, 
Wan Chao-hsin, was not energetic in suppressing the false 
rumours when they first began to be spread about. General 
Yen Wu-ling, ‘commander of the I Camp, did not take measures 
to secure protection, but permitted the trouble to grow to 
serious proportions. Both are deserving of punishment. 
Let them first of all be cashiered and remanded for examine 
ation in connection with the case.

THE BRITISH COMMERCIAL TREATY WITH CHINA. 


The following ts the correct version of the above Treaty, with Annexes, 
which was signed at Shanghai on Friday, the 5th instant. 


His Majesty THE KING OF THE Unitep Kincpom 
or Great BriTaIn AND IRELAND AND OF THE BritisH 
DoMINIONS BEYOND THE SEAS, Emperor or Iwnpta, 
and His Majesty THE Emperor oF Cuina, having 
resolved to enter into negotiations with a view to 
carrying out the provision contained in Article XI. of 
the Final Protocol signed at Peking on the 7th of 
September, 1901, under which the Chinese Government 
agreed to negotiate the amendments deemed useful by 
the Foreign Governments to the Treaties of Commerce 
and Navigation and other subjects concerning com- 
mercial relations with the object of facilitating them, 
have for that purpose named as their Plenipotentiaries,

China, shall offer no impediment to the attraction of foreign capital or 
place foreign capitalists at a greater disadvantage than they would be 
under generally accepted foreign regulations, 

: Any mining concession igs after the publication of these 
new Rules "hall be subject to their provisions. 


ARTICLE X. 


Whereas in, the year 1898 the Inland Waters of China were 
opened tg all” such steam vessels, native or foreign, as might be 
especially registered for that, trade at the Treaty Ports, and whereas 
‘the Regulations dated 28th July, 1898, and Supplementary Rules dated 
September, 1898, have been found in some respects inconvenient in 
working, it is now mutually agreed to amend them and to annex such 
new Rules to this Treaty, These Rules shall remain in force until 
altered: by mutual consent. 

It is further agreed that Kongmoon shall be opened as a Treaty

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_ ARTICLE XI, 

His Britannic Majesty's Government agree to the prohibition 
of the general importation of morphia into China, on condition, 
however, that the Chinese Government will allow of its importation, 
on payment Of the Tariff import duty and under special permit,by duly 

ified British medi em and for the use of hospitals, or 
by British chemists and druggists who shall only be permitted to sell 
it in small quantities and on receipt of a requisition signed by a duly 
qualified foreign medical practitioner. 

The special permits above referred to will be granted to an 
intending importer on his signing a bond before a British Consul 

nteeing the fulfilment of these conditions. Should an importer 
Be found guilty before a British Consul of a breach of his bond, he 
will not be entitled to take out another permit. Any British subject 
importing morphia without a permit shall be liable to have such 
morphia confiscated. 

This Article will come into operation on all other Treaty Powers 
agreeing to its conditions, but any morphia actually shipped before 
that date will not be affected by this prohibition. 

The Chinese Government on their side undertake to adopt 
measures at once, to prevent the manufacture of morphia in China. 


ARTICLE XII. 


China having expressed a strong desire to reform her judicial 
system and to bring it into accord with that of Western nations, Great 
Britain agrees to give every assistance to such reform, and she will 
also be prepared to relinquish her extra-territorial rights when she is 
satisfied that the state of the Chinese laws, the arrangement for their 
administration, and other considerations warrant her in so doing. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


The missionary question in China being, in the opinion of the 
Chinese Government, one requiring careful consideration, so that, if 
possible, troubles such as have occurred in the past may be averted in¢ 
the future, Great Britain ape to join in a Commission to investigate ” 
this question, and, if possible, to devise means for securing permanent 
peace between converts and non-converts, should such a Commission 
be formed by China and the Treaty Powers interested. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


Whereas under Rule V. appended to the Treaty of Tientsin of 
1858, British merchants are permitted to export rice and all other grain 
from one port of China to another under the same conditions in respect 
of security as copper “ cash,” it is now agreed that in cases of expected 
scarcity or famine from whatsoever cause in any district, the Chinese 
Government shall, on giving twenty-one days’ notice, be at liberty to 
prohibit the shipment of rice and other grain from such district. 

Should any vessel specially chartered to load rice or grain 
previously contracted for, have arrived at her loading port prior to or 
on the day when a notice of prohibition to export comes into force she 
shall be allowed an extra week in which to ship her cargo, 

If, during the existence of this prohibition, any shipment of rice 
or grain is allowed by the authorities, the prohibition shall, ipso facto, 
be considered cancelled and shall not be re-imposed until six weeks’ 
notice has been given. 

When a prohibition is notified, it will be stated whether the 
Government have any Tribute or Army Rice which they intend to 
ship during the time of prohibition, and if so, the quantity shall be 
named. 

Such rice shall not be included in the prohibition, and the 
Customs shall keep a record of any Tribute or Army Rice so shipped 
or landed. 

The Chinese Government undertake that no rice, other than | 
Tribute or Army Rice belonging to the Government, shall be shipped | 
during the period of prohibition. , 
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Notifications of prohibitions, and of the quantities of Army or 
Tribute Rice for shament shall be made by the Governors of the 
Provinces concerned, 

Similarly, notifications of the removals of prohibitions shall be 
made by the same authorities. 

e export of rice and other grain to foreign countries remains 


prohibited. 


ARTICLE XV, 


It is agreed that either of the High Contracting Parties to this 
Treaty may demand a revision of the Tariff at the end of 10 years ; but 
if no demand be made on either side within 6 months after the end of 
the first 10 years, then the Tariff shall remain in force for 10 years more, 
reckoned from the end of the preceding 10 years; and so it shall be 
at the end of each successive 10 years. 

Any Tariff concession which China may hereafter accord to 
articles of the produce or manufacture of any other State shall immedi- 
ately be extended to similar articles of the produce or manufacture of 
His Britannic Majesty's Dominions by whomsoever imported. 

Treaties already existing between the United Kingdom and 
China shall continue in force in so far as they are not abrogated or 
modified by stipulations of the present Treaty. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


The English and Chinese Texts of the present Treaty have 
been carefully compared, but in the event of there being any differenec 
of meaning between them, the sense as expressed in the English text 
shall be held to be the correct sense. 


The ratifications of this Treaty, under the hand of 
His Majesty the King of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and of His Majesty the Emperor of China respectively, 
shall be exchanged at Peking within a year from this 
day of signature. 

In token whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries 
have signed and sealed this Treaty, two copies in English 
and two in Chinese. 

Done at Shanghai this fifth day of September in 
the year of Our Lord, 1902; corresponding with the 
Chinese date, the fourth day of the eighth moon of the 
twenty-eighth year of Kwang Hsii.

Excellency’s understanding of the Article is perfectly correct. 

I presume the Chinese Government will make arrangements 
for the coinage of a national silver coin of such weight and touch as 
may be decided upon by them. These coins will be made available 
to the public in return for a quantity of silver bullion of equivalent 
weight and fineness plus the usual mintage charge. 

The coins which will become the national coinage of China 
will be declared by the Chinese Government to be legal tender 
in-:payment of Customs duty and in discharge of obligations contracted 
in Haikwan taels, but only at their proportionate value to the 
Haikwan tael, whatever that may be.

“Of the revenue of the different Provinces derived from likin 
“of all kinds, a portion is appropriated for the service of the foreign 
“loans, a portion for the Peking Government, and the balance is 
“reserved for the local expenditure of the Provinces concerned. 

“In the negotiations now being conducted with Great Britain 
‘for the amendment of the Commercial Treaties, a mutual arrange. 
“ment has been come to providing for the imposition of additional 
‘‘taxes, in compensation for the abolition of all kinds of likin and other 
‘‘imposts on goods, prohibited by Article VIII. After payment of 
‘interest and sinking fund on the existing foreign loan, to the extent to 
‘which likin is thereto pledged, these additional taxes shall be allocated 


‘to the various Provinces to make up deficiencies and replace 
‘revenue, in order that no hardships may be entailed on them. 
“With a view to preserving the original intention underlying the 
‘proposal to increase the duties in compensation for the loss of 
‘revenue derived from likin and other imposts on goods, it is further 
“stipulated that the surtaxes shall not be appropriated for other 
“purposes, shall not form part of the a Maritime Customs 


“revenue proper, and shall in no case be pledged as security for any

“It is therefore necessary to memorialize for the issue of an 
‘ Edict, giving effect to the above stipulations and directing the Board 
“of Revenue to find out what proportion of the provincial 
‘revenues derived from likin of all kinds, now about to be abolished, 
“each Province has hitherto had to remit, and what proportion it has 
‘been entitled to retain, so that, when the Article comes into opera-

On the tst instant an Imperial Decree “Let action, as

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your despatch 
of the 2nd instant forwarding the text of the Memorial and Decree 
dealing with the disposal of the surtaxes. 

I understand that the surtaxes in addition to not being pledged 
for any new foreign loan are not to be pledged to, or held to be 
security for, liabilities already contracted by China except in so far as 
likin revenue has already been pledged to an existing loan. 

I also understand from the Memorial that the whole of the 
surtaxes provided by Article VIII, of the New Treaty goes to the 
Provinces in proportions to be agreed upon between them and the 
Board of Revenue, but that out of these surtaxes each Province is 
obliged to remit to Peking the same contribution as that which it has 
hitherto remitted out of its likin collections, and that the Provinces also 
provide as hitherto out of these surtax funds whatever may be 
necessary for the service of the foreign loan to which likin is partly 
pledged. 

I hope Your Excellencies will send me a reply to this despatch 
and that you will agree to this correspondence forming part of the 
Treaty as an Annex.

The 
amount, therefore, of the allocation due to the Provinces, arranged 
between them and the Board of Revenue, will be retained in ‘the 
hands of the Maritime Customs, who will await the instructions 
of the Provinces in regard to the remittance of such portion thereof 
as may be necessary to fulfil their obligations, and (on receipt of 
these instructions) will send forward the amount direct. The balance

ANNEX C. 
INLAND WATERS STEAM NAVIGATION. 


ADDITIONAL RULEs. 


1.—British steamshipowners are at liberty to lease warehouses 
and jetties on the banks of waterways from Chinese subjects for a term 
not exceeding 25 years, with/option of renewal on terms to be mutually 
arranged. In cases where British merchants are unable to secure 
warehouses and jetties from Chinese subjects on satisfactory terms, the 
local officials, after consultation with the!Minister of Commerce, shall 
arrange to provide these. on;renewable lease as above mentioned at 
current equitable rates, 


2.—Jetties shall only be erected in such positions that they will 
‘not-obstruct the inland “waterway ‘or ‘interfere ‘with ‘navigation, and 
with the sanction’ of ‘the nearest ‘Commissioner of ‘Customs; such 
‘Sanction, however, ‘shall not be arbitrarily withheld. 


3.—British merchants shall pay taxes and contributions on 
these warehouses and jetties On the same footing as Chinese pro- 
prietors of similar properties in the neighbourhood. British merchants 
may only ‘employ Chinese agents and staff to reside in warehouses so 
leased at ‘places touched at by steamers engaged in inland traffic to 
carry ontheir business; but British merchants may \visit these places 
from time to time to:look after their affairs. ‘The existing “rights 
of ;\Ghinese jurisdiction over Chititse subjects ishall not by reason 
of this clause be diminished or interfered with in-any.way. 
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4.—Steam vessels navigating the inland waterways of China 
shall bé responsible for loss caused to riparian proprietors by damage 
which ghey may do to the banks or works on them and for the loss which 
may be caused by such damage. In the event of China desiring’to pro- 
hibit the use of some particular shallow waterway by launches, because 
there is reason to fear that the use of it by them would be likely 
to injure the banks and cause damage to the adjoining country, the 
British authorities, when appealed to, shall, if satisfied of the validity 
of the objection, prohibit the use of that waterway by British 
launches, provided that Chinese launches are also prohibited from 
using If. 


Both Foreign and Chinese launches are prohibited from 
crossing dams and weirs at present in existence on inland waterways 
where they are likely to cause injury to such works, which would be 
detrimental to the water service of the local people. 


5.—The main object of the British Government in desiring to 
see the inland waterways of China opened to steam navigation being 
to afford facilities for the rapid transport of both foreign and native 
merchandise, they undertake to offer no impediment to the transfer to 
a Chinese company and the Chinese flag of any British Steamer 
which may now or hereafter be employed on the inland waters of 
China, should the owner be willing to make the transfer. 


In event of a Chinese company registered under Chinese law 
being formed to run steamers on the inland waters of China the fact 
of British subjects holding shares in such a company shall not entitle 
the steamers to fly the British flag. 


6.—Registered steamers and their tows are forbidden, just as 
junks have always been forbidden, to carry contraband goods. 
Infraction of this rule will entail the penalties prescribed in the 
treaties for such an offence, and cancellation of the Inland Waters 
Navigation Certificate carried by the vessels, which will be prohibited 
from thereafter plying on inland waters. 


7.—As it is desirable that the people living inland should be 
disturbed as little as possible by the advent of steam vessels to which 
they are not accustomed, inland waters not hitherto frequented by 
steamers shall be opened as gradually as may be convenient to 
merchants and only as the owners of steamers may see prospect of 
remunerative trade. 


In cases where it is intended to run steam vessels on waterways 
on which such vessels have not hitherto run, intimation shall be made 
to the Commissioner of Customs at the nearest open port who shall 
report the matter to the Ministers of Commerce. The latter 
in conjunction with the Governor-General or Governor of the Province, 
after careful consideration of all the circumstances of the case, shall a3 
once give their approval. 


8.—A registered steamer may ply within the waters of a port, 
or from one open port or ports to another open port or ports, or from 
one open port or ports to places inland, and thence back to such port 
or ports. She may, on making due report to the Customs, land or 
ship passengers or cargo at any recognised places of trade passed in 
the course of the voyage; but may not ply between inland places 
exclusively except with the consent of the Chinese Government. 


9.—Any cargo and passenger boats may be towed by steamers. 
The helmsman and crew of any boat towed shall be Chinese. All 
boats, irrespective of ownership, must be registered before they can 
proceed inland. 


-_ _— 
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10.—These Rules are supplementary to the Inland Steam 
Navigation Regulations of July and September, 1898. The latter, 
where untouched by the present Rules, remain in full force and effect; 
but the present Rules hold in the case of such of the former Regulations 
as the present Rules affect. The present Rules, and the Regulations 
of July and September, 1898, to which they are supplementary, are 
pyovisional, and may be modified, as circumstances require, by mutual 
consent.

Your Excellency: 

With reference to the Ministers Plenipotentiary, the 
Secretaries, and Interpreters of the Legations who were in 
Pekin last year when the Treaty was ratified, it was pro- 
posed that the Imperial sanction be obtained for bestow- 
ing on them the order of the Pao-hsing (Precious star.) 

H.E. the Ex-Doyen, Baron Czikann, took the matter in 
hand, and made out a list, limiting the number to those 
who were in Pekin when the Treaty was signed. 

Other applications made for the order of the Pao- 
hsing, for those who came to Pekin after the signing of 
the Treaty, will not be entered on this list. 

It is now proposed by the Foreign Office that the 
Order of the Pao-hsing be granted in a higher degree, 
according to the original ruling, as a special mark of 
courtesy. 

But as these may not correspond with the actual rank 
of the Officials for whom they are intended, which should 
be corrected, we must have all particulars clearly def- 
ined, so that all may be done uniformly; hence this list 
is made out, and we would ask Your Excellency, the Doyen, 
to take note of it. We hope also that Your Excellency 
will at once ascertain the opinions of the several Lega- 
tions on this subject, and let us know in order that we 
May memorialize the Throne, for which we thank you in an- 
ticipation. 

Some time ago we received a note from H.E.Baron Czi- 
kann, stating that the British could not, according to 
rule, accept the Order of the Pao-hsing, for which reason 
they are not placed on the list.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
despatch of September lst, relating to the bestowal of 
decorations upon the Ministers Plenipotentiary, Secre- 
taries and Interpreters of the various Legations, who were 
in Peking last year when the Protocol was signed. 

I note that Your Highness now proposes that the Order 
of the Pao-hsing be granted in a higher degree than was 
first intended as a special mark of courtesy. 

In compliance with the request of Your Highness, I 
have submitted to the Ministers of the various Legations 
in Peking the list of the proposed candidates for decora- 
tion, and beg to return it enclosed with corrections as 
made by the respective Ministers. 

To the list of candidates from the German Legation 
there is added the name of Mr. Dobrikow, Chancellor of the 
Legation, whose rank entitles him to the first division 
of the third class. 

The name of Vice Consul Wei Lei-tieh is omitted from 
the list of Austria. 

As Baron d'Anthouard, who was First Secretary of the 
French Legation, was formerly Charge d'Affaires and was 
Secretary of the Diplomatic Corps during all the negotia- 
tions, he should have the same decoration as his Coll- 
SCagues of like rank, that is, the first division of the 
second class. 

As to Consul Leduc, he already has the decoration

He was 


Second Interpreter, that is, Assistant Chinese Secretary, 
and is entitled to the first division of the third class. 

As to decorations for any members of the United States 
Legation, I have the honor to quote a section of the 
United States Statutes bearing on the subject, viz: 

"Hereafter, any present, decoration or other thing, 
which stall be conferred or presented by any foreign Gov- 
ernment, to any officer of the United States, civil, naval 
or military, shall be tendered through the Department of 
State and not to the individual in person; but such pres- 
ent, decoration or other thing shall not be delivered 
by the Department of State unless so authorized by Act 
of Congress." 

It will be apparent to Your Highness, therefore, 
that the proposal to confer decorations upon any members 
of the United States Legation should be made by the Chin- 
ese Minister in Washington to the Department of State. 

I avail myself of the occasion to renew to Your High- 
ness the assurance of my cordial esteem.

On the lst of the Eighth Moon, XXVIII Year of Kuang- 
hsu (September 2nd, 1902), I received Your Excellency's 
despatch, saying that last year the Chinese Government, in 
accordance with the VI Article of the Protocol, delivered 
to the Ministers of the various Powers, residing in Pekin, 
a bond for the full amount of the indemnity, this bond to 
be afterwards divided into fractional bonds; that in the 
matter of establishing the validity(of these bonds) it 


would be necessary for China to especially appoint(cer- 


tain) high officials in conjunction with the high officials 


designated by the several Powers to sign each fractivuas 
bond, in order to guaranty them, etc. 

Our Board has already on the 6th of the Eighth Moon 
(September 7th), memorialized, praying the selection and 
appointment of the Superintendent of Trade for the South 
to sign the fractional bonds and to direct the Kiang-Hai 
Customs Tao-t'ai to sign with him, in order to show due 
carefulness. To-day we have received an Imperial Edict 
giving assent. 

Besides communicating this Decree to the Superintend- 
ent of Trade for the South that he may act in reverent 
compliance therewith, I, as in duty bound, submit this 
reply for Your Excellency's consideration and that you 
may transmit it to the Ministers of the various Powers res 
iding in Pekin, that they may severally notify the Man- 
agers of the Banks at Shanghai to take action accordingly.

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of confiden- 
tial instruction No. 542, of July Srd, last, enclosing 
copies of communications from the Navy Department, rela- 
tive to the acquisition of a certain tract of land border- 
ing on the north harbor of Amoy, for use as a naval coai- 
ing station, and directing me to discreetly sound in the 
pertinent quarters with a view to ascertaining whether 
these suggestions are capable of practical realization. 

The tract mentioned is a very small strip of land on 
the shore of the Island of Kulangsu, comprised between 
high and low water, is only large enowh for a coal de- 
posit, and could in no way be fortified. It is owned by 
an American citizen, md i presume could be leased or sold 
for any legitimate purpose whatever, and there could scarce 
ly be any ground for international objection. It is not 


@ concession of any territory by China, and hence the 


supposed 


supposed objection of Japan mentioned in former corres- 
pondence would not obtain. 

I do not mention the matter in any way to any of my 
Colleagues, as they could give no opinion without con- 
sulting their home Governments, and such consultation 
could be much more satisfactorily accomplished, if nec- 

~ essary, from Washington. Ina private and confidential 
interview with Prince Ch'ing yesterday, he said he was 
sure there could be no possible objection on the part of 
the Chinese Government. 

The Island of Kulangsu is the residence of practically 
all foreigners at Amoy, and arrangements are almost com- 
pleted for its permanent organization into an internation- 
al settlement. 

The Diplomatic Corps has been trying since last 
January to come to an agreement, first among themselves, 
and then with the Chinese Government, as to By-laws and 
Regulations for its control. The Diplomatic Corps is 
now agreed, and in a very few days it is expected that 
an agreement will be reached with the Chinese. As soon 


as completed I shall report fully to the Department, and

forward a copy of the Regulations.

Concerning the Boxer trouble in Szgechuen which was 


the subject matter of my despatch No. 1061, of August 2nd, 


I have the honor to enclose additional correspondence giv- 
ing further particulars. 

The occasion of my last note to the Foreign Office 
was the receipt by the French Legation here, of alarming 
telegrams from their missionaries at Chentu, which proved 
afterwards to have been somewhat exaggerated. 

I do not think the troubles are over, but the Gov- 
ernment seems to be alive to the situation and doing what 
it reasonably can; but at so great a distance from the cen- 
tral Government, and it,ynot being able to rely absolutely 
either on the local officials or soldiery, has to man- 
age affairs very carefully.

Dear sir: 

Your letter of June 25th just to hand. Allow me on 
behalf of my colleagues to thank you most heartily for your 
prompt care in this matter. As I was the first to learn of 
this movement and report it to the Foreign Office here, I 
will try to tell you something of its beginning. 

Here the "boxers" are called"Hung Lantern Society," 
"Boxing-Bandits," and "Spirit Boxers." I first heard of them 
through our evangelist at Yang Hsien, which is about one 
hundred miles south east of here. On February 28th I went 
to the Foreign Office and notified them of this uprising in 
that district. At that time these societies were practic- 
ing in about forty(40)villages in the Tsi Cheo prefecture. 
Much money, rice, and wine had been given by the head men 
of these villages, to the boxers. Their motto or cry is, 
"Uphold the Ch'ing, exterminate the church, kill foreigners» 
Their practices are very similar to those of the north, 
with which you are already all too familiar. 

As practically nothing had been done about the matter, 
I was obliged to call at the Foreign Office again wnat 4 
month, and warn them more forcibly that this was an import- 
ant movement which they must put down at once, or it would 
soon be beyond their control. Again fair promises were 
made, but nothing done to stop the practices and growth 
of the movement, so far as we could learn. 

Next thing we heard a band of one hundred or more 
boxers entered Yang Hsien about dark one night and went to 
the yamen. It was reported that they went to demand per- 


mission to destroy our place there. The magistrates paid 
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little attention tothem. They became enraged, overturned 
nis tables, and smashed up things about the yamen. A fight 
followed in which one of his soldiers was killed. Then 
they were abowt to rush to the "Fu Yin Ta'ng" to destroy 
it, but the natives ha@ closed and barricaded the street 
gate. Eventually the official opened one of the city gates 


and let them escape. Next morning he sent soldiers to catch 


them! 


Soon after this two families of our converts in the 
country were attacked. The people escaped, but all of 
their property was destroyed. Later Yang Hsien itself was 
attacked, but the boxers were driven off and over a dozen 
killed. This first showed the people that the boxers' 
claims to having iron bodies, and that guns and knives 
could not kill them were false. If this repulse had been 
followed by quick, summary punishment the movement would 
have been checked, if not entirely stopped. 

A few days later(June 18)we received a telegram in 
Chinese, saying that our evangelist and nine others at a 
country station (T'ien Ku C'how)had been massacred, Their 
dwellings and chapel were burned. The heads, hands, and 
feet of four were cut off and carried away. This has since 
been confirmed except as to numbers. Only seven were 
killed. Three have recovered. Most of our converts have 
fled from there and the surrounding villages, but several 
Others have been severely wounded and the homes of many de- 
stroyed. Refugees from T'ien Ku Ch'ow say the Boxers ex- 
pected to find Rev. W. E. Manly of our mission at T.K.C.the 
night of the massacre, but fortunately he had left early 
the previous morning. Of cowse we immediately reported 


this terrible thing to the Foreign Office. Whereupon Cheo 


Tao Tai, the man who put out an infamous proclamation at 


the time of our riot here in 1895 was sent down at the head 
of some soldiers but he only scattered the boxers instead of 


destroying them as he ought to have done. 
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Rev. A. W. Manlyhas since visited the scene of the 


massacre with a strong escort but was unable to do anything 
toward settlement while present conditions last. This 

week he has beén obliged to leave the prefecture entirely, 
leaving us quite dependent upon native reports for our in- 
formation from Tsi Cheo. All through that prefecture, south 
and east of here, the boxers seem to have everything pretty 
much their own way now, hence rob and murder not only 
Christians but all who oppose them. 

On July 28th in Kin Ta'ng Hsien district, thirty 
miles northeast of here the Foreign Office reported ten 
thousand boxers. Several villages have been destroyed by 
them. More soldiers were sent out and many on both sides 
killed. Not a few villages are deserted and still large 
bands of these marauders continue their work of destruction. 
When attacked in one place they disperse only to appear 
elsewhere, 

At the present time there is serious fighting in 
Han Cheo district one day to the north of us. Soldiers 
said to be victorious.(?). 

The last word in my last telegram was"lax" instead of 
tax. My second telegram read: DEMANDED PROTECTION IN VAIN. 
MASSACRE AND ROBBERIES DAILY. ALL IN GREAT DANGER. The 
immediate cause of this one was the suggestion from the 
Foreign Office that we here be prepared to flee on short 
notice into the Imperial City(examination halls)for protec- 
tion if matters grew worse. That was two weeks ago. We 
have since had many disquieting rumors but nothing more 
serious. The officials were evidently frightened, and they 
Scared us. Even now it is difficult to judge if they are 
really in earnest about putting down this business. When 
the officials themselves report 10,000 boxers in one place 
and they have only about half that number of poor soldiers, 


the situation certainly does not look reassuring. 
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French Catholics are strong in Szechuen. Several of 


their places have been destroyed and hundreds of converts 


killed, according to their priests. This wholesale destruc- 


tion of their property and converts gives them an advantage 
of which they will not be slow to avail themselves. Uniess 
England and the other Protestant nations bestir themselves 
mightily, this largest and wealthiest province in the En- 
pire will soon come entirely under French control. Many 
officials have been bribed to favor French interests. 
Conditions have been propitious here this year for 
such an uprising as this. It has been very dry until 
within six weeks. Only had two good rains from January 
to July. Thus famine stared many in the face, and it is 
not, at any time, an easy matter to govern people when they 


are hungry. When this movement sprang up, it seemed to 


provide an outlet for a local manifestation of the general 
unrest which is so prevalent all over the Empire. 

MA, the statatrate at Yang Hsien, has been degraded 
entirely, and has been here begging us to interiere in his 
behalf. Of course we cannot do it, although he may not be 
entirely at fault. 

Nine foreigners who were away at the mountains for the 
summer have hastily returned to the city. Three foreign 
families have been obliged to leave their homes in smaller 
cities and come into the capital. 

Triennial examinations are set for early in September 
which under present circumstances makes us rather anxious. 
Our compound is constantly guarded by several tens of sol- 
diers and runners. We are ordered to be very careful about 
admitting strangers to the place, and are warned not to go 
out on the street without an official escort. 

I hope this too long letter will give you some idea 
of the conditions in which we are living.

I take the liberty of reporting to you the Boxer 
troubles in this province, and the attack made upon a 
missionary station over which I have charge. 
The disaster occurred June 17th, at a place called 
Tien Ku Chow, which is under the jurisdiction of Yang 


Shien and Tsi Cheo. Tien Ku Chow is situated in the 


country, and consists of a cluster of eight Chinese 
houses and the church. There Were about ninety people 
living there, all more or less connected with the Church. 
Of tne Boxers who made the attack, some Were of the vicin- | | 
ity and some came froma distance. 
They came at midnight and first attacked the churc). 
They broke in the door, and the Preacher living there, a 
fine old man, was the first killed. Next they set fire 
to the house near the church and burned the inmates to 
death, father, mother, and Son. 
Then they killed three others of t hoSe trying to 
escape, and wounded three more. After that they looted 
and burned all the houses excepting tne church, which not 
being very inflamable was only partly destroyed. Lastly 
they cut off the heads, hands, and feet of their victims. 
Their next move was to go into a hill fortress Some 
fifteen miles from Tsi-cheo, where they intrenchned th en- | 
Selves. Soon a large number of Boxers collect ed, doubt- 
lessly 500 or more. Soldiers were brought from Chetu. 


At first their number was entirely insufficient, but whem

this difficulty was overcome, the great mistake was made 
of ordering the Soldiers to disperse the Boxers not kill 
the.

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them. Since then they have Several times gathered toge- 
ther, committed some depredation, and disbanded. 


The conditions have been favorable to their continu- 
* 
ing a menace to peace and good governmait. The severest 
} 
drouts of many years have prevailed over a.large portion 


of this province. Rice is very dear. In a number of 


places, hundreds of poor people have banded together as 
beggars. Besides this the officials were very negligamt 
in their management of the affair. It is thought that 


the Viceroy himself gave orders to this effect. It is 


certain that the local officials in ' all the villages 


did nothing to oppose the Boxers. 

Mr. Cady of Chentu telegraphed the news to Pekin. 
Minister Conger asked him to keep him well informed. I 
do not know that he has Sent him any more information, 
Since there was so little definitely known. - The dead 
were buried, the wounded Were Sent to Chentu for treat- 
ment, and the refugees to the number of Seventy Went to 
Tsi~cheo or Chentu. Negotiations Were soon begun with 
the Foreign Office at Chentu and the Cheo official at 
Tsi-cheo, in regard to a Settlement of the affair. We 
did not assume authority to settle the trouble, but dis- 
tinctly told them that anything which they might aprree 
to with us, would be referred to the United States au- 
thorities for their decision. Without any suggestion 
from uS, the Shien official was degraded according to \¥ 
treaty. The “heo official was retained, and We on our 


part do not object to this, provided he finishes the busi- 


ness justly. He has not been hanest in some of his deal- 
ings with us, but has done as Well or better than the 
average Chinese officials 
The terms of Settlement which we discussed with them 


were as follows: 


Pirst; That a committee of Some of thelocal offiefiais 
and gentry assist in fixing the amount of the indemnity foe 


property 


property. 

Second;. That a bond be given by each of the three 
following parties, namely, the Cheo official, the Shien 
official, ae the local officials of the three villages 
nearest Tien Ku Chow; to the effect that if such a dis- 
aster of such mapnitude should again occur in connection 
with the Tien Ku Chow church, the three parties would 
each forfeit to the American Methodist Episcopal Church 
the sum of 5000 taels of silver; the bonds to be made 
secure by report to the Throne, erection of a tablet at 
Tien Ku Chow, etc. 

Third; That the members of the church are not to use 
their connection with the church to aid then in lawsuits, 
and on the other hand, equal justice is to be given them | 
as others. 

Fourth; that if these conditions are carried out, We 
will not ask for indemnity for lives taken. 

The first three clauses Were to be engraved onithe 
proposed tablet. The first clause was carried out, 
though I told them that I would not consent to the estimate 
unless the other conditions Were carried out. he amount 
agreed upon was 2000 taels only, since our people Were 
very poor . As to the Second clause, it would be per- 
fectly satisfactory to have the amo unt of each bond 
reduced to 5000 taels. It was understood that a loss 
greater or le&s than this one was to be reckoned according 
lys 

I was going on to press for thisS Settlement subject 
to your decision, when greater troubles near Chentu made 


it impossible to do anything more atthe time. The fresh 


disturbances made it necessary to call in the Christians 
of the neighboring villages to Tsi-cheo for safety. 
After doing what I could for their protection, I returned 
to Chung-king.

The messengers were probably massacred,for they did not r 
return. We lost in money %445. 

We had six Superintendents in the interior.Four of them had 
their families with them,and two were without families. The sun 
I have named is what we have spent in travelling expenses on 
these men,and it will take an equal amount to get them back to 
their stations.In addition to this actual outlay,we have paid 
to these six Superintendents Gold $3,800.00 in salaries during 
their enforced idleness.I think that we should have this sum 
refunded to us.

In June, and for practically the next two months, our market was 
in such a bad state in Hie ca aR of the utter stoppage of business 
owing to the Boxer uprising that we were unable to make any sales. 

Had we sold the goods on arrival our losses would have been more than 
double what our accounts show. 

These goods are demanded only in the North of China, particularly 
by the Tientsin merchants, and it was not for several months after our 
cargo arrived that they were able to pay reasonable prices for cotton 
Cloths. Our sales extended up to November of 1901, and we took every 


care to watoh our market and obtain the best prices ruling. Had times 
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been normal we would have every reason to expect a profit on these two © 
lote. 

We therefore beg you to consider fully the conditions we had to 
contend against in selling these goods, and the terribly disorganized 
state of trade in North China for a long time after the "Boxer" outbreak 

The loss on the 475 bales Langley C. Sheetings amounts to 6.91772. 9) 
and on the 500 bales Piedmont EK. Sheetings ¢.$1,699.50, totalling gold 
dollars 5,472.41 You will notice that we have included in our state- — 
ments a commission of 14% which is a legitimate charge, as our New York 
buyers did not add any commission to the cost, freight and insurance 
of these 975 bales.

My claim against the Chinese Government is based 
upon the following facts. 
| In October 1896, I was telecraphed for from Tongkhon 
by Mr. Kinder (I wasthen employed on the Siamese Railways) 
to come to China to work on the Chinese Imperial Railways, 
after about six months work was offered a permanent job, as 
per agreement enclosed, which I accepted, and a contract was 
Signed. 

On the 19th of June, 1900, while employed putting in 
concrete piers for a large bridge 40 miles from Newchwang, was 
compelled along with the other white men working outside the 
Great Wall, to fly for my life to the port of Newchwang, where 
I remained until May 15th, 1901. We received full pay to 
ist of July, 1900, after that for a few months a small allowanee, 
Dut not enouch to pay expenses, but was told to wait and the 
work would start again. On my arrival in Tientsin in the latter 
part of May, 1901, I was told thpepe was no chance for employ- 
ment, as the Railway inside the Wall was under British Military 
Administration and that part outside the Wall was in possession 
of the Russian Troops, who employed no foreimners. Therefore 
Il was in a foreign port, ten thousand miles from my home with 


no chance of a job in my line of business in China, or the East.
